The following story as related by 
a Missionary Officer concerns a wo- 
man of Ihe criminal tribes named 
Nandi. At first she hs^ncd to us 
teHiiifr (Ire story Of Jesus ividi much 
suspicion, Brought up to v.'orsliip 
idols oi wood and stone, it was very 
hard for her to believe that tlicre 
could be a real, living God, who 
lf.is so interested in her and lier peo- 
ple that He gave His own Son to 
die for them. Such wondrous love 
these poor souls had never heard of 
before. 

Gradually the light stole in until 
Nandi said, 'I do believe He died 
for me," Great was our surprise 
one day to find her among the num- 
ber claiming Salvation. (It is much 
harder to get the women to decide 
for God than the men in our Settle- 
ments.) Ycsj Nandi was saved, and 
day by day saw her striving by God's 
grace to live a good life. 

Not Long tor World 

Then we beard with sorrow that 
s.he was very sick; all was done that 
could be for her, but we saw that 
she was not long for this world. 

Next Snnday, to our surprise, on 
reaching the gate ■ f | nc Neuters' 
compound we were met by 5antu, 
In't husband* who with clasped 
bands pleaded that we slionld hold 
our. meeting at his. liou^e. 

We consented, and on reaching it 
were struck with the sptulcss ap- 
pearance of tbc place.

Saniu 
with pride said, "Nandi, memsahib," 

"Uut is she not very sick?"' we 
asked. "Ob, yes, very sick, mcuisii- 
liini, .but she wanted the meeting 
btrevand she knew God wouM come, 
and She said, "God couM not come 
tOj» dirty hoiifr." 

.Toor NiUidi, brought up> as a little 
child in all the squalor of 3 watidcr- 
lt*s homt, had learned the one 
great l<sson that God is holy and 
can only enter into a heart that is , 
emptied of all that is dirty and un- 
like Him. jThc meeting was held, 
but that nigiiL Nandi passed through

When this letter was brought to 
the notice of our Founder by his 
then Chief of the Staff, our pKHflt 
General, there happened to be in the 
room his Secretary who, the Found- 
er had discovered, was the writer of 
the "canary" in question. In the 
conversation which ensued the Gen- 
eral said to his son, "Now, Bram- 
well, there is an idea in this. While 
it is quite true that wc ought not to 
ask -our people to go without any- 
thing for a whole year, I do not sec 
why we should not ask them to unite 
in going without something every 
day for a week and give the pro- 
ceeds to help on the Army. 

The outcome of this Inspiration 
showed itself soon afterwards in the 
announcement of the first Self- De- 
nial Week, and it will not be without 
interest to readers of the "War Cry" 
to know thai the Officer who filled 
in that "canary" offering to go with-
